Opening Statement: 

On August 3, 2012, Compton Station deputies responded to a domestic violence call on 
Glencoe Street. Once deputies arrived on scene, Suspect Darren Burley was 
uncooperative, resistive, and assaultive. Deputies used a takedown, control holds, and 
a taser to gain control and place handcuffs on Suspect Burley. Deputies also placed a 
hobble around Suspect Burley’s ankles. Compton Fire Department was on scene as 
Suspect Burley became unresponsive. Suspect Burley was transported to Long Beach 
Memorial Hospital and was subsequently declared brain dead on August 13, 2012. On 
August 14, 2012, Homicide Bureau responded to conduct a death imminent investigation 
(refer to the Homicide case book, Exhibit A). Subsequently, Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Sonja Bracken was assigned to conduct an administrative review of the 
incident. 


Synopsis: 
On August 3, 2012, at approximately 2041 hours, Deputies | nd David 
i led to the above location regarding a man assaulting a pregnant female, 


in the street. Upon their arrival, Suspect Darren Burley stood up and 
confronted the deputies with a combative posture. Victim [J and witnesses 
identified Suspect Burley as the assailant. Suspect Burley appeared to be displaying 
symptoms of being under the influence of drugs. Deputies ordered Suspect Burley to the 
ground and he did not comply. Suspe: ley began advancing towards them with 
clenched fists and growling. As Victim began to run away from Suspect Burley, 
Suspect Burley ran after her. Believing that Suspect Burley intended to harm Victim 
Deputy MA = toward Suspect Burley. Deputy used his left 
shoulder to collide with Suspect Burley’s right side. The impact caused Suspect Burley 
to fall forward into a parked truck. Suspect Burley struck his head on the front grill of a 
white pickup truck. 
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The impact also caused Deputy Ito fall and scrape his right knee. With 
Suspect Burley face down, both deputies attempted to gain control of Suspect Burley's 
arms in order to handcuff him. Suspect Burley got onto his knees, grabbed Deputy 
Aviles’ uniform shirt, pulled him closer, and began punching him in the chest. Suspect 
Burley also grabbed Deputy Aviles’ radio microphone from his shirt. Deputy Aviles gave 
several commands for Suspect Burley to comply as he punched Suspect Burley in the 
face approximately five times with both fists. Deputy Aviles punches had no effect on 
Suspect Burley. Suspect Burley continuously tried to get to his feet, held onto Aviles’ 
microphone, and tried to bite Deputy Aviles. Both deputies were on the ground 
struggling with Suspect Burley when assisting deputies arrived. Deputy Ernest Celaya 
placed his left knee on Suspect Burley’s right ankle to stop him from kicking. Deputy 
William Lefevre handed Deputy Celaya a taser. Deputy Celeya applied three taser 
activations to Suspect Burley’s right calf area but the taser had no effect. 


Deputy Celaya handed the taser to Deputy Hho applied the taser to 
Burley’s right rib area for two to three seconds without any apparent effect. Deputies 
Aviles and Beserra were eventually able to gain control of Suspect Burley’s left arm. 
Deputies EE gained control of Suspect Burley’s rightarm. At that point, 
they were able to handcuff Suspect Burley’s hands behind his back. Suspect Burley 
continued to kick his feet, so Deputy Lefevre applied a hobble restraint around his legs. 


Paramedics were already on scene treating Victim E -:- Suspect Burley began to 
lose consciousness. Suspect Burley was transported to Long Beach Memorial 
Hospital, where he was admitted. Suspect Burley never regained consciousness and 
was declared brain dead on August 13, 2012. 


The coroner's report indicated that Suspect Burley cause of death was the sequelae of 
anoxic encephalopathy (brain damage due to lack of oxygen) cerebral edema (swelling 
or inflammation of the brain) with cardiopulmonary arrest. He had cocaine, 
phencyclidine (PCP) and marijuana in his system. Dr. Panchal determined that the 
cocaine and PCP in Suspect Burley’s system further compromised the function of his 
heart. Suspect Burley’s physical resistance towards the deputies placed strain on his 
heart, which caused his heart and lungs to stop. Once those organs stopped 
functioning there was a lack of oxygen to his brain, which caused brain death. Doctor 
Panchal’s opinion was that Suspect Burley’s head injury from contacting the parked truck 
was not related to the immediate cause of death, though it was listed as a contributing 
condition.

Deputy Mas carrying oleoresin capsicum (OC) spray, a baton, and a sap on 
his person. He and his partner did not have a taser while on duty that evening. There 
were a limited amount of tasers available at Compton Station at the time. Deputy 
ad no contacts with Suspect Darren Burley prior to this evening. Deputy 
(bookman) and his partner responded to the call on Glencoe Street. Deputy 
Aviles parked their patrol car midblock Glencoe Street, facing westbound. 


On a picture in Exhibit C, Deputy HE R a line ending with an arrow to 
depict the approximate location where his partner parked their patrol car. 


Several citizens directed Deputies | a Aviles westbound on Glencoe Street. 
Deputy saw Suspect Burley lying face up in the middle of the street. 
Suspect Burley noticed the deputies and immediately stood up. Suspect Burley 
appeared robotic; he was staring, sweating, breathing heavily, foaming at the mouth and 
growling. Deputy EEE formed the opinion that Suspect Burley was under the 
influence of Phencyclidine (PCP). With his fists clinched, Suspect Burley walked to the 
passenger side corner of their patrol car and then over to the driver's side. Both 
deputies were giving him orders to lie on the ground but he would not comply. At this 
point, Suspect Burley appeared to be over six feet tall to Deputy a he 
was actually just less than six feet tall. 


Suddenly, Victim iii appeared from the crowd of citizens, pointed at Suspect Burley 
and yelled, “He tried to kill me!” This drew Suspect Burley’s attention and he began to 
chase Victim [J westbound down the street. _ Fearing for her safety, both deputies 
immediately ran after Suspect Burley. Deputy ran approximately 15 to 20 
feet in a southwesterly direction to get an angle on Suspect Burley. Deputy 

used the left side of his body and collided with him, knocking them both off balance. 
Suspect Burley fell into the front grill of a parked white Chevy pickup truck, while Deputy 
ae on the side of the truck. Deputy —-: went to the front of the 
truck and saw Suspect Burley grasping the front of Deputy Aviles’ shirt and exchanging 
punches with him. 
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Using their body weight, both deputies were able to guide Suspect Burley face down on 
the ground. Suspect Burley would not surrender his hands in order to be handcuffed. 
During the struggle, Suspect Burley was able to lift both deputies up off of the ground. 
Deputy M 2: aware that other deputies were responding with them to Glencoe 
Street from a previous call they were on. Relying on this knowledge, he did not 
broadcast their situation on his portable radio. Suddenly, assisting units arrived on 
scene. Deputies Paul Beserra and were able to help gain control of 
Suspect Burley’s arms and he was handcuffed. Suspect Burley continued to thrash his 
body and legs around. Deputy Spiced a “bear-hug” to Suspect Burley’'s legs 
which allowed Deputy William Lefevre to apply a hobble restraint around his ankles. 


Deputy M initial mindset in this incident was that they arrived at a possible 
ambush. Once he saw Victim he realized she was assaulted and needed to be 
protected. Deputy id not punch or strike Suspect Burley during the 
incident. Deputy EEE heard a taser and realized that Deputy Lefevre had 
accidentally tased himself. Afterwards, he heard the taser discharged again but did not 
see the taser used on Suspect Burley. Deputy saw the fire department 
treating Suspect Burley but did not know why. He had walked away from him to regain 
his composure. From the point when Suspect Burley was knocked to the ground until 
he was handcuffed, Deputy estimated the time as a minute and a half. With 
the totality of the situation, Deputy id not believe that any other force options 
would have been applicable.

DEPUTY DAVID AVILES, Employee #4 was interviewed on August 11, 2014, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Sonja Bracken and Sergeant Eric Eitner. Deputy 
Aviles was represented by Attorney Dale Nowicki from Green & Shinee. The interview 
took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview room B and was digitally recorded. 
The following is a summary: 


On August 3, 2012, Deputy Aviles was partnered with Deputy 
Deputy Aviles was carrying oleoresin capsicum (OC) spray and a baton on his person. 
He and his partner did not have a taser while on duty that evening. There were a limited 
amount of tasers available at Compton Station at the time. Deputy Aviles had no 
contacts with Suspect Darren Burley prior to this evening. Deputy Aviles (driver) and 
his partner responded to the call on Glencoe Street and parked their patrol car midblock, 
facing west. He saw Suspect Burley lying on his back in the middle of the street, 
approximately 15 to 20 feet in front of them. 


On a picture in Exhibit C, Deputy Aviles marked and “X” to depict the approximate 


location where he parked their patrol car. He marked an “O” to depict the approximate 
location where the struggle with Suspect Burley took place. 
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Upon noticing the deputies, Suspect Burley stood up with both fists clinched and down at 
his sides. Both deputies gave several commands for Suspect Burley to surrender and 
he did not comply. Suspect Burley was breathing heavily and foaming at the mouth, as 
he walked towards the deputies. Deputy Aviles previously heard the updates on the call 
for service as they were enroute to the scene. The call stated that Suspect Burley was 
choking and assaulting a female. Deputy Aviles mindset was to protect that female. 
Suddenly, Victim jappeared, pointed at Suspect Burley and said, “He tried to kill 
me.” Suspect Burley noticed Victim [and began chasing her westbound on 
Glencoe Street. Fearing for her safety, both deputies ran after Suspect Burley and were 
approximately 15 feet behind him. Deputy B.: in front of Deputy Aviles and 
was able to use his left shoulder to collide with Suspect Burley’s right shoulder. The 
collision caused Suspect Burley to stumble forward, into the front of white Chevy truck 
which was parked on the south side of the street. Suspect Burley ended up lying face 
down in front of that truck. Deputy ME ad fallen but Deputy Aviles could not 
see where he had fallen. Deputy Aviles immediately attempted to handcuff Suspect 
Burley. Suspect Burley got onto his knees and using his uniform shirt, pulled Deputy 
Aviles inward towards him. Suspect Burley punched Deputy Aviles approximately five 
times in his torso area. Deputy Aviles continued to give Suspect Burley commands to 
stop fighting and he did not comply. Deputy Aviles believed that Suspect Burley was 
under the influence of Phencyclidine (PCP) based on his actions and strength. 

Fearing for his safety, Deputy Aviles punched Suspect Burley five times in his face. 


Deputy M began to assist him with Suspect Burley and they were able to guide 
Suspect Burley down on his stomach. Suspect Burley was able to raise his body up off 
of the ground even with Deputy Aviles’ body weight on him. Suspect Burley would not 
surrender his hands to be handcuffed. Deputy Aviles attempted to gain control of 
Suspect Burley’s left arm. ap e e aa to gain control of Suspect 
Burley’s lower body, to keep him on the ground. Suspect Burley attempted to bite 
Deputy Aviles’ right arm, and he yelled that to his partner. At that point, Deputy Beserra 
arrived and helped gain control of Suspect Burley’s left arm. Additional deputies arrived 
and they were finally able to get Suspect Burley handcuffed. During the struggle with 
Suspect Burley, Deputy Aviles heard what sounded like a taser being deployed and then 
someone yell as if they were struck by that taser. He was aware that Suspect Burley 
had not been tased because he continuously heard him grunting and breathing. 
Suspect Burley continued to kick his legs, so with Deputy =e assistance a 
hobble device was applied by Deputy William Lefevre. 


Due to being out of breath, Deputy Aviles walked away from the struggle with Suspect 
Burley once he was restrained. Deputy Aviles then noticed that Suspect Burley was no 
longer handcuffed and being treated by paramedics. From the time Suspect Burley 
went to the ground until he was handcuffed, Deputy Aviles estimated the time as one 
minute. With the situation as it was and the force options available to them at the time, 
Deputy Aviles did not think that any other force options could have been used. 
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Deputy Aviles did not use oleoresin capsicum (OC) spray (pepper spray) because he did 
not want to disengage from his contact with Suspect Burley and he did not want to 
contaminate his partners. His main goal was to get Suspect Burley handcuffed 
immediately.

& Shinee. The interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview room B and 
was digitally recorded. The following is a summary: 


On August 3. 2012, Deputy Celaya was partnered with his training officer Deputy 
an Deputy Celaya was carrying oleoresin capsicum (OC) spray and a baton 
on his person. He and his partner did not have a taser while on duty that evening. 
There were a limited amount of tasers available at Compton Station at the time. Deputy 
Celaya had no contacts with Suspect Darren Burley prior to this evening. 


Deputy Celaya (driver) and his partner responded to the call on Glencoe Street and 
parked their patrol car approximately two houses east of Temple Avenue, facing east. 
Upon their arrival, several citizens in the street directed them eastbound. Deputy 
Celaya ran eastbound down the street and located deputies on the ground struggling 
with Suspect Burley. The deputies were in the street, near the south curbline, in front a 
white pickup truck. Suspect Burley was on his stomach, with his head toward the south 
and his feet toward the north. 


On a picture in Exhibit C, Deputy Celaya marked a square to depict the approximate 
location where he parked their patrol car. He marked an “O” to depict the approximate 
location where he believed another patrol car was parked. He marked an “X” to depict 
the approximate location where the struggle with Suspect Burley took place. 


As Deputy Celaya approached he saw several deputies engaged with Suspect Burley. 
He recalled Deputies William Lefevre and John Werner being there during the struggle 
but, due to tunnel vision, he could not recall their positions. Deputy ositioned 
himself on Suspect Burley’s right side at the middle of his body. Deputy Celaya 
positioned himself at Suspect Burley’s feet, toward the right side of his body. Suspect 
Burley was kicking his feet and attempting to get up off of the ground. Deputy Celaya 
kneeled on Suspect Burley’s right leg in order to try and stop him from getting up. 
Suspect Burley’s hands were under his body and he was attempting to push himself up. 
Deputy Celaya heard deputies giving several commands such as: “Give me your hands” 
and “Stop fighting.” Suspect Burley was grunting and not complying with their orders.

Deputy Celaya heard the sound of a taser discharging and saw that Deputy Lefevre had 
accidentally tased himself. Deputy Celaya grabbed the taser from Deputy Lefevre, 
removed the discharged cartridge and drive stunned Suspect Burley approximately three 
times in his right lower leg. He drive stunned Suspect Burley three times because the 
first and second applications did not appear to have any effect on him. Suspect Burley 
continued to try and get up from the ground and was not displaying his hands. Deputy 
Hietrieved the taser and he drive stunned Suspect Burley on the right side of his rib 
area. Again, the taser did not appear to be effective and Suspect Burley continued the 
same non-compliant actions. Deputy fl gave the taser back to Deputy Celaya. 

point, Deputy Werner had asked if the female victim, later identified as Victim 

had been located. Deputy Celaya looked down the street, saw Victim in 
the middle of the street crying and went to her. Suspect Burley had not been 
handcuffed yet as he went to Victim I He believed that Victim Hwas hurt and 
went to assist her. Deputy Celaya did not see any deputies punch or strike Suspect 
Burley with personal weapons or impact weapons. He did not see a hobble being 
applied to Suspect Burley. 


Based on Suspect Burley's strength, his sweating profusely, the smell of a slight 
chemical order emitting from his body and the grunting sounds he was making, Deputy 
Celaya believed he was under the influence of Phencyclidine (PCP). Deputy Celaya 
believed that the force that was used on Suspect Burley that evening was, “About the 
best that | think we could do.”

The 
interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview room B and was digitally 
recorded. The following is a summary: 


On August 3, 2012, Deputy [was partnered with his trainee Deputy Ernest Celaya. 
Deputy Bias carrying oleoresin capsicum (OC) spray. He believed he and his 
partner may have had a stunbag in the truck of their patrol car. They did not have a 
taser while on duty that evening. There were a limited amount of tasers available at 
Compton Station at the time. Deputy [had no contacts with Suspect Darren Burley 
prior to this evening. Deputy (driver) and his partner responded to the call on 
Glencoe Street and parked their patrol car approximately one house east of Temple 
Avenue, facing east. He believed they parked behind Deputies Werner and William 
Lefevre’s patrol car. When they exited their patrol car, they were directed eastbound on 
Glencoe Street by several citizens. Deputy Lee was aware that Deputy Lefevre had a 
taser, so they proceeded eastbound down the street. 
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Approximately midblock, down the street they located Deputies David Aviles and | | 
ANN.. the ground, in front of a white pickup truck, struggling with Suspect Burley. 


On the picture in Exhibit C, Deputy Wea a line to depict the approximate location 
where he parked their patrol car. He marked a shaded in “O” to depict the approximate 
location where the struggle with Suspect Burley took place. 


Suspect Burley was lying face down as Deputies Aviles Mie ore tering 
to gain control of his arms to handcuff him. Deputies Aviles and ere giving 
Suspect Burley commands to stop fighting and place his hands behind his back. 
Suspect Burley was not complying, kicking, thrashing his body, and appeared to be 
trying to stand up. He also sounded like he was grunting or making animal sounds. 
Suspect Burley did not have a shirt on and was sweating. Based on these symptoms, 
Deputy} formed believed that Suspect Burley was under the influence of 
Phencyclidine (PCP). 


Deputy Hb ositioned himself to try and gain control of Suspect Burley’s right arm. 
During the struggle, Deputyllllheard a popping sound and someone scream. He 
thought Suspect Burley had pulled a weapon from underneath his body or was able to 
get a deputy’s weapon and had shot one of them. Deputy inen realized that Deputy 
Lefevre had accidentally shot himself with a taser. Deputy Werner retrieved the taser 
from Deputy Lefevre, removed the discharged cartridge and gave it to Deputy Celaya. 
Deputy nstructed Deputy Celaya to drive stun Suspect Burley's exposed ankles. 
The taser appeared to have no effect on Suspect Burley, he did not scream in pain or 
comply with orders. Deputyl retrieved the taser and drive stunned Suspect Burley 
on his right rib area. It seemed that the taser's battery died or had lost most of its power; 
the taser sounded dull. Deputy figave the taser back to Deputy Celaya and was able 
to gain control of Suspect Burley’s right arm. Suspect Burley was then handcuffed. 
Suspect Burley’s was still thrashing his body around and kicking, so Deputy Lefevre 
applied a hobble to his legs. Suspect Burley continued to thrash about for 
approximately one minute and then he seemed to calm down. Suspect Burley was then 
rolled to his left side. Suspect Burley then became motionless. Paramedics who were 
already on scene tending to Victim immediately began to treat Suspect Burley. 


Deputy [Kid not see any punches or strikes with any personal weapons or impact 
weapons toward Suspect Burley by any deputy personnel. From the time he became 
involved with Suspect Burley until the hobbled was applied, Deputy [estimated the 
time as approximately one minute and a half to two minutes. The use of the taser was 
ineffective and Deputy hid not want to use (OC) pepper spray on Suspect Burley due 
to possibly contaminating his partners. He believed the force options used were 
appropriate for the situation.

The 
interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview room B and was digitally 
recorded. The following is a summary: 


On August 3, 2012, Deputy Beserra was assigned as a one person unit. Deputy 
Beserra was carrying (OC) pepper spray and an expandable baton. Deputy Beserra 
had no contacts with Suspect Darren Burley prior to this evening. Deputy Beserra 
responded to the call on Glencoe Street and parked his patrol car approximately two 
houses east of Temple Avenue, facing east, on the south side of Glencoe Street. 
Several citizens directed Deputy Beserra eastbound down Glencoe Street. He saw 
Victim [EEE lying in the street screaming and crying. He continued further 
down Glencoe Street and saw deputies on the ground, near the south curbline, in front of 
a white pickup truck, struggling with Suspect Burley. 


On the first picture of two in Exhibit C, Deputy Beserra marked an “X” to depict the 
approximate location where he parked his patrol car. On both pictures he marked an 
“O” to depict the approximate location where the struggle with Suspect Burley took place. 
(Note: The second picture in Deputy Beserra’s Exhibit C, depicts a red car where 
the white pickup was parked on the date of the incident.) 


Suspect Burley’s hands were underneath his body as Deputies EEN and 
David Aviles were attempting to handcuff him. Suspect Burley was kicking his legs 
violently, swinging his body from left to right and appeared to be throwing his elbows 
upwards towards deputies. Deputy Beserra knelt down and assisted Deputy Aviles with 
gaining control of Suspect Burley’s left arm. Deputy Beserra and his partners were 
giving Suspect Burley several commands to “Stop fighting” and “Stop resisting.” 
Deputies M -o A cre finally able to gain control of Suspect 
Burley's right arm, which allowed him to be handcuffed. Deputy Beserra was not aware 
if a taser was used on Suspect Burley, he was focused on gaining control of Suspect 
Burley's arm. He heard a taser activation but was not certain if it was used on Suspect 
Burley, how long or how many times it was discharged. The taser did not appear to 
have any effect on Suspect Burley, he continued to kick and thrash his body about even 
after Deputy Beserra heard the taser activation. 


Suspect Burley continued to try and get up off of the ground after being handcuffed. 
Deputy Beserra did not see any deputies strike Suspect Burley with any punches, kicks 
or impact weapons. He did not see a hobble being applied to Suspect Burley’s legs. 
Once Suspect Burley calmed down, Deputy Beserra rolled him on his left side and that is 
when he realized he (Suspect Burley) was not breathing. Deputy Beserra was aware 
that paramedics were already on scene and tending to Victim during their struggle 
with Suspect Burley. The paramedics were immediately summoned to assist Suspect 
Burley. 
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In Deputy Beserra’s opinion, there were sufficient deputies on scene during the incident 
to control Suspect Burley. He and his partners were in close proximity to each other 
and he felt that (OC) pepper spray would have contaminated all of them. He did not 
have room to deploy his expandable baton and he thought, based on the situation, they 
used the proper force on Suspect Burley. From the time he arrived on scene until 
Suspect Burley was handcuffed, Deputy Beserra estimated the time as two to three 
minutes.

Deputy Lefevre was represented by Attorney Dale Nowicki from Green & Shinee. The 
interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview room D and was digitally 
recorded. The following is a summary: 


On August 3, 2012, Deputy Lefevre was partnered with his training officer, Deputy John 
Werner. Deputy Lefevre was equipped with (OC) pepper spray, an expandable baton 
and a taser. Deputy Lefevre had no contacts with Suspect Darren Burley prior to this 
evening. Deputy Lefevre (driver) and his partner responded to the call on Glencoe 
Street and parked their patrol car midblock on Glencoe Street, facing east. Citizens 
directed them eastbound down Glencoe Street. Approximately 20 to 30 feet from their 
vehicle, Deputy Lefevre saw Deputies and Aviles on the south side of the 
street, in front of a white pickup truck, struggling with Suspect Burley. 


On a picture in Exhibit C, Deputy Lefevre marked an “O” to depict the approximate 
location where their patrol car was parked. He believed the struggle with Suspect 
Burley took place just ahead of their car and near the large tree in the center of the 
picture. 


As Deputy Lefevre ran to assist them, he saw Suspect Burley lying on his stomach and 
resisting the deputies’ efforts to handcuff him. Suspect Burley was also making 
grunting and snarling noises. As he was attempting to gain control of Suspect Burley’s 
right arm, he heard one of the deputies say, “Tase him,” “Use your taser.” As Deputy 
Lefevre retrieved the taser from his rear left pant pocket he accidentally tased himself. 
He fell to the ground but was able to throw the taser and yell for someone to turn it off. 
Deputy Lefevre was incapacitated for approximately 10 to 15 seconds. He believed that 
he saw Deputy Celaya use the taser on Suspect Burley twice; once on the right ribcage 
area and once on his right leg. The taser did not appear to have any effect on Suspect 
Burley; he was kicking his legs and attempting to stand up. He did not see when 
Suspect Burley was handcuffed. When he regained his bearings, he heard a deputy 
yell for a hobble. He ran with his hobble and applied it around Suspect Burley’s ankles. 
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During the struggle Deputy Lefevre heard deputies giving several commands for 
Suspect Burley to comply. After Suspect Burley was hobbled, Deputy Beserra rolled 
Suspect Burley onto his left side. After approximately 20 seconds, Suspect Burley 
appeared limp and unresponsive. Paramedics were already on scene and immediately 
began to treat Suspect Burley. From the time when he and his partner arrived on scene 
until Suspect Burley was handcuffed, Deputy Lefevre estimated the time as four to five 
minutes. Deputy Lefevre did not have room on his gun-belt to attach a holster for the 
taser he was carrying, which is why he had it in his pocket.

Deputy Werner was represented by Attorney Dale Nowicki from Green & Shinee. The 
interview took place at Internal Affairs Bureau in interview room B and was digitally 
recorded. The following is a summary: 


On August 3, 2012, Deputy Werner (driver) was partnered with his trainee Deputy 
William Lefevre. Note: Both deputies believed they were driving on the evening of 
this incident, they could not recall for sure. Deputy Werner was equipped with an 
expandable baton. His partner was equipped with a taser. Deputy Werner had no 
contacts with Suspect Darren Burley prior to this evening. Deputy Werner and his 
partner responded to the call on Glencoe Street and parked their patrol car 
approximately one house east of Temple Avenue, facing east. Citizens directed them 
eastbound down Glencoe Street. Deputy Werner saw Victim I in the middle of the 
street screaming and yelling. He then heard someone yell his name, so he looked 
toward the south curbline and saw Deputies Ean Aviles on the ground 
struggling with Suspect Burley. 


On a picture in Exhibit C, Deputy Werner marked an arrow to depict the approximate 
location where their patrol car was parked. _He marked a shaded in “O” to depict the 
approximate location where he saw Victim [ll He marked an “x” to depict the 
approximate location where the struggle with Suspect Burley took place. 


Suspect Burley had his hands underneath his body as Deputies M n Aviles 
struggled to gain control of his arms. As he and his partner got closer to the two 
deputies, Deputy Lefevre reached for the taser he had tucked behind him and 
accidentally tased himself. Deputy Werner hesitated to try and decide who he should 
assist, his partner or the deputies engaged with Suspect Burley. Deputy Celaya picked 
up the taser and removed the expended cartridge and attempted to drive stun Suspect 
Burley two to three times. Deputy Werner recalled that the taser sounded very weak 
and it did not seem to have any effect on Suspect Burley. 
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During the struggle, Suspect Burley appeared to be attempting to stand up. Deputy 
Werner saw deputies knelt down on Suspect Burley’s back but could not recall who they 
were or the exact positions of those deputies. He did not see any deputies punch or 
kick Suspect Burley. Deputy Werner saw that deputies were finally able to gain control 
of Suspect Burley’s hands but did not specifically see who handcuffed him. Deputy 
Lefevre applied a hobble to Suspect Burley’s legs. Suspect Burley was rolled to his left 
side. The fire department was already on scene treating Victim Deputy Werner 
saw that Suspect Burley breathing slowed and he began to calm down. While 
monitoring Suspect Burley, Deputy Werner realized that he was no longer breathing. 
Deputy Werner immediately requested fire to treat Suspect Burley. 


Deputy Werner did not use any force on or assist with handcuffing Suspect Burley. 
Deputy Werner believed that Suspect Burley was under the influence of Phencyclidine 
(PCP) based on his strength, the noises he was making, and him foaming at the mouth. 
Deputy Werner felt that the force that was used by his partners was appropriate for the 
situation.
